landed another body of troops at 
Tsingtultsc. south of Tanusliun, re-In 
lorcements for the troops attacking 
Port Arthur have been landed north 
east of Tallcnwnn.

Drill Convicts. 


St. Petersburg, June 3.—When tte 


Japanese attempt to seize tho Island 
of Sakalin, a purpose which they are 
knokn to cherish, the Russian con- 
victs will be weighed In the military 
balance. 


The Czar has sanctioned the enroll- 


ment of these "volunteers" for the 
specific work of dcfuidlng the Island, 
but not to re-enforce the army In Man* 
churla. 


No regiment of Russian regulars 


would tolerate such men In Un ranUs. 
The first detachments of the convicts

by his stealings, and all tho bank will 
be able- to recover Is tho $15,000 bond 
by tho Aetna Indemnity company of 
Hartford. 


Anticipating that an examination of 


tho hank's accounts would show his 
defalcation. Smith did not como^to 
the bank, but Instead uent a friend 
with n note tmylng that ho would be 
short about $30,oOO,\or maybe more. 
In his accounts; that ho hud no funds

'directors, and that ho was "willing to 
begin to servo whatever sentence may

\V. It. Sputin of tile Burr Oak Jersey 


farm, Dallas, Tex., was tho Inspector, 
and lie was thorough In lily work. Hu 
passed n week on tho Exposition 
grounds, nnd much of the time was 
spent In and around the Jersey cattle 
barn, and the condition ot each Indi- 
vidual of the lienl of forty eo\\s was 
definitely ascertained. 


Never was more Intelligent and care- 


ful treatment lavished on animals. No 
nthlete was ever better trained for a 
contest requiring the development of, 
speed. skill nuil endurance than lias 
boon this herd of Jerseys. When It Is 
known that this herd 13 to compete 
with selected herds of Ilolstelns.

Dr. .T. J. IllclmrdHOti, president of 


the American Jersey Cattle Club, un- 
der whose auspices this entry Is iniidc, 
toured Kurcipu and visited the famed 
Isle of Jersey, where the breed origi- 
nated, lie was seeking the best cows, 
biit returned satlsllcd that Europe 
could show no eows that were better 
than those bred In America. 


Though only twenty-five cows will 


participate In the test, forty cows wcro 
Delected. 
They 
wero nssemblinl nt 


Jerseyvllle. III., u year ago. This Is 
near St. Louis, and the cattle have be- 
come acclimated. Lust December they 
were removed to St. Louis. Ilia cowk 
nre the property of Individual members 
of the club and are loaned for the term 
of the test. C. T. Unives. n breeder 
ot Maltland. Mo., was selected as the 
superintendent to have charge of the 
cattle,'anil he has been highly com- 
plimented by Dr. Illcbardson andt In- 
spector Spnnn for the wonderfully Duo 
condition lu which hu has placed tho 
herd. 


"A series of model dairy barns have 


been built for tho breeds competing In 
the test. The barns are octagonal In 
form, nnd arc so nrrnnged that the 
COWH are In the center nnd n wldu 
promenade permits visitors to pass 
around and view, the cows as they 
Bland In their stalls. 


The milking and feeding arc to bo 


done In plain view of the public, nnd 
representatives of the various herds 
will ut nil times hare nccess to all the 
barns to see that no sharp practices 
arc Indulged In. 
' 
: 


Tho test not only consists.In show- 


ing the amount of .butter, mill: and 
cheese produced, but the cost of pro- 
duction Is taken . Into consideration. 
Every ounce-of food given each cow Is 
weighed nnd carefully recorded. When 
the cows are milked, the milk Is con- 
veyed to a model creamery lu thu Ag- 
ricultural building, where It Is tested 
•and made Into butter nnd cheeso and 
where nil records nre carefully kept. 


The Jersey cattle participated In a 


similar test at Chicago during the Co- 
lumbian Exposition and curried off 
llrst honors. 


Superintendent Graves Is sanguine 


over the result of the present test. lie 
says' that the Jerseys have always 
demonstrated ihelr superiority over all 
other breeds when placed In competi- 
tion, and this time they will show to 
better advantage than ever. Not only 
In the Jersey milk richer In butter fat 
than the milk of any other breed, says 
Mr. Graves, but It can be produced at 
n less cost. The Jersey cows are tin; 
smallest of the staadard breeds, and 
lie asserts that they consuihe less feed. 
They assimilate their food, and It la 
converted Into milk and butter nnd Is 
not used In building up and sustaining 
n large carcass. 


"Wo are going to make all other 


breeds take to the woods after tills 
test," Sfthl Mr. Graves. "A few days 
ngo I was testing somo of our Jersey 
milk, nnd my hands were all sticky 
and grensy from the enormous amount 
of butter fnt tin* milk contained. Mr. 
Von Ileyne, who Is In charge of the 
Ilolstelns, scut over n quantity of bis 
mill: for me to test. Of course, from a 
commercial standpoint, there was no 
comparison between the milk, but-It 
was n pleasure In test bis milk, for 
when I got through there was no 
grease on my hands. 
After this I 


will have n bucket of Ilotstelu mill; 
around handy to wash my bands In 
after testing our own rich Jersey milk."
